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Dear Harold, 

I am very sorry to hear about your illness and sincerely 
wish you a comnlete and speedy recovery. 

Normally I would refrain from writing till I knew you 
were feeling better, but in this instance I think that 
you will agree that the importance of this correspondence 
merits celerity. 

In my nrevious letters I exnounded on .iust what did hao- 
t>en on Elm St in Dallas on 11-22-63. I tried to ration- 
alize conflicting reports from witnesses, doctors, etc. 
Somehow I felt that the truth could be gleaned from ti ese 
reoorts, but never could I find a solution that would 
satisfy my curiosity. For example, I knew that if JFK's 
throat wound was one of entrance, and if it indeed was 
caused by a rifle (high nowered- the only thing to use) 
that there necessarily had to be an exit wound somewhere 
in JT^K's backside. Yet there was no mention of such a 
wound. I tried a thousand ways to explain how that could 
haooen. I s^ent many sleeoless hours wondering this 
paradox. "'ith all my knowledge of firearms, I had never 
come across such a conflicting situation. The well estab- 
lished laws of physics ^ust didn’t seem to anrly anymore. 

Also, there were the conflicting reports of the eyewitness 
ses. Many of them seemed quite sure of what they saw 
and stuck to their guns through hell and high i^ater. The 
sincerity of many of these witnesses (not includin Howard 
Brennan, Markham, etc.) seemed genuine to me, yet they 
7 /ere diametrically onoosed. At first I attributed this 
to the unreality of the situation, shock, bad eyesight, 
and over active imagination. But still I was faced with 
the disconcerting -position of having to choose which of 
the witnes c es really saw what hardened and which didn’t. 
Even then I was beleagered with a nagging notion that I 
detected the ring of truth in even conflicting testimonies. 

I had finally made uo my mind that the real honest to good- 
ness truth would never surface. Eventually bits and ^ieces 
of the truth would come out mixed and flavored to suit the 
tastes and w^oses of the CIA, but people would never 
know what really hardened. But quite by accident I recent- 
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ly saw almost exactly what happened in Dealy Plaza on that day. 

Prom seeing reproductions and reading various articles, I 
thought that I knew just about everything important about th e 
Zaoruder film, but I had actually seen it run only twice on 
television (not the best medium). recently, I had an op- 

portunity to purchase a cooy for my own personal use. As you 
probably kn&w, Robert Groden owns probably the clearest cony 
of the film in existence. My cony is the offspring of his. 

In my cony I saw something that explains everything. No critic 
h-s yet made mention of what I am speaking, but it is concrete 
evidence and it will serve as the touchstone frun now on when- 
ever the question of what happened in Dealy Plaza arises. I 
will explain. 

I had run the film about thirty times when I noticed something 
that led to manyy other startling discoveries. When Jackie 
begins climbing over the back se=it and onto the trunk, I saw 
what appeared to be a piece of the presidents head lying on 
the trunk approximately halfway between the right rear hand 
hold and where the ^resident was initially sitting when the 
shooting began. I naturally assumed that the fragment was de- 
posited ->n the trunk as a result of the 313 head shot(s), so 
I tried running the sequence backwards and forwards to try to 
see if I could nossibly distinguish when the fragment actually 
landed on the trunk. Then I received the shock of my life- 
As I ran the film backwards the trunk surface becomes flatter 
because of the yaw in the road, but before the fragment becomes 
lost to sight due to the change in angle. It remains visible 
on the trunk even before the 313 head’ shot. I was breathless, 
this could only mean that the debris on the trunk was the re- 
sult of an earliei? shot, but how could that be? 

Next, I tried running the film backwards and forwards during 
the earlier frames to see if I could see the fragment in tran- 
sit between the trunk and the Presidents head, even if because 
of the angle I could no longer see the fragment actually lying 
on the trunk. I figured that a fragment approximately * 3 r>Xl" 
should be able to be seen during it's flight between the Pres- 
ident's head and the trunk. This led to probably the biggest 
discovery in years. 
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As I was running the film backwards, I saw a mass of white 
that literally covered the trunk of the limousine flow up onto 
the trunk from behind and violently lean to the President’s 
head (remember this is backward s ) . Why hadnlt I seen this 
before? Or anyone else for that matter? I think that the 
answer to thsfc question is that when the film is run forward, 
the mass of white material moves rearward at approximately 
the same speed as the grass above the trunk in the Picture, 
and the President's head makes no violent movement, although 
this is the shot(s) that causes him to slump in the seat to 
his left. Also, the viewer is so intent on watching the 
President's head in anticipation of the 313 head shot(s) that 
the trunk goes unnoticed. Also, because of the white nature 
of the material (This material is made un of brain tissue which 
is mostly white mixed with a s^ray of cerebro- spinal fluid 
which is clear, but would appear white on the trunk like a 
soray of water would. Bits of bone and a relatively small 
amant of blood would also be -present.), when run forward, one 
gets an unconcious impression that this might be sunlight re- 
flecting off of the highly nolished trunk, but a close detailed 
examination shows conclusively that this material must be 
debris from a head shot being driven over the rear of the trunk i 
For examole when run backwards and forwards one can easily make 
out large individual hunks of brain matter rolling across the 
trunk. All of this matter is exiting out of the LEFT side of 
JFK’s head, the side away from Zapruder's camera. This sequence 
shows what a person might expect if the President was struck 
in the head with a small caliber high velocity rifle bullet; 
for example a .223 cal. Ml6 (Firecrackers) from theright front 
and slightly above. This type of weapon would cause the de- 
vastating damage that can be observed without transmitting a 
great deal of energy to JFK's head as a whole, thus knocking 
him around, due to it's extremely high muzzle velocity and the 
shortness of range. Also, during this sequence, there is a 
very good possibility that more that one shot hit the President, 
because the debris seems to flow steadily from his head for 
several frames. Personally, I feel like it must have been at 
least two, possibly three shots, but only close stydy will tell, 
and at present I do n--t have the finances to obtain blowups of 
the single frames. At a rough guess, I would say that this 
sequence begins around frame 270, but I really haven’t counted 
for sure . 

In running the beginning of this sequence backwards and forwards 
I detected another head shot slightly before these. This time 

a shower of particles can be seen to fly quite violently from 
the upper left hand side of JFK' s head and bounce of f&i of the 
middle rear portion of the trunk. These 'articles leave the 
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President’s he„d so quickly that to see them you must look at 
the rear portion of the trunk and watch them bounce to get 
your bearings. Again, the President’s head moves very little 
and you will probably miss it if you don’t l&dk at the trunk 
first. This is the most obvious head shot next of course to 
the 313 sequence. The key to the whole thing is to watch to e 
trunk till you can discern the fragments and" their direction 
of origin. Once you do this you cannot run the film forwards 
or otherwise and miss these shots. Now I will try to narrate 
the film to you so that you can get a general idea of when 
these shots take "lace. 

First, JFK comes out from behind the Stemraons sign. His elbows 
are raised, his fists a-pear to be clenched, the expression on 
his face denotes distress. Gov. C onna iiy begins turning his 
head to the left and his shoulder dro^s sharply, he continues 
to turn his body around till his chest is facing the right hand 
door beside him. President Kennedy begins to turn his head 
slightly to the left and slightly downward, he is struck in the 
u~per aart of his head approximately 3" straight up from the 
tip of his right ear. J ’he shot emanates from the knoll driving 
a shower of particles from the U"per left side of his head to 
the middle rear portion of the trunk where this shower of debris 
(approximately l£-20 particles) bounces off the trunk. The 
'‘-''resident has begun to slump to his left and his chin has drop- 
ped even more. JFK is hit again, this time a more direct hit 
to the head sending a double handful of white brain matter along 
with a spray of cerobro- spinal fluid flowing over the rear of 
the trunk. No sooner than the first shower of particles of 
debris bounces off of the trunk does this second head shot occur 

By now the President has completely slumped to his left, Jackie 
is looking straight at him. Now the limpusine suddenly slows 
almost to a corn lete halt. This can be discerned by the grass 
in the background, and enables Clint Hill to reach the rear of 
the limousine. From when the time the car slows there is a 
pause during which time the limousine is barely moving. Sudden- 
ly the 313 head shots occur. As the President's head begins its 
leftward, rearward snap, he is hit again sending what appears 
to be two large fragments leftward and rearward. These frag- 
ments bounce off of the left rear fender-. These can readily be 
seen if yu run the 313 sequence backwards and forward while 
watching not JFK's head, "but rather watching the left rear 
fender. You must remember that these particles are traveling 
extremely fast when they leave the President's head, however 
they slow quickly due to their la c’c of aerodynamic design. Just 
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remember that one of these bullets v/?.P travel close to r.Of' 
feet during no ruder frame .

Just watch tte trunk and not JFK and I'm sure you will see quite 
clearly (run the projector forwards and backwards also) what I 
have been talking about.
